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THE CANADIAN NORTEFEN. 

General Superintendent James and 
Chief Engineer Macleod, who visited 
Edmontoa and Fort Saskatchewan yes- 
terday, expressed themselves very con- 
fidently as to expeedingly active work 
on the Cans dian} Northern main line 
It is the 


@uring the vomitc summer. 
intentivn ha’ ‘the grade and rails 
@hall reach the vicinity of Battleford 
by winter. This will mean the con- 
struction of over 300 miles of railway. 


The rails have been purchased, and 
tenders are now being asked for the 
stee! for two bridges, one tocross the 
South Branch at Clarke's crossing and 
tthe other ithe North Branch of the 
Gaskatchewan at the E’bow. The 
Senth Branch bridge is over one thous- 
aml feet in 'engih «nd the North 
Branch over twe've hundred. The 
piers wi'l be of concrete, as stone suit- 
able for bridge piers is not procurable. 
The boulders of the river will be crush- 
ed and mixed with cement to make 
the concrete. A larve crushing plant 
has een purehased and will be 
brought up as soon as navigation 
opens, Work on the piers will be 
pushed, and it is expected that they 
will be completed ready for the rails in 
the fall. The plans of the location 
survey of the railway from Shell Riv- 
er, Manitoba, the end of the present 
gerade, to Edmonton were deposited in 
the railway depariment, Ottawa, sev- 
eral weeks ago and are now only 
awaiting ihe formal approval of the 
government, if that has not already 
been given. The company expects to 
bo able to place under contract at 
jeast one hundred miles of grade from 
Edmonton eastward this summer, but 
no effort will ba ‘made to irea his 
portioa of the Mine until it is reached 
by the company’s.own rails from the 
east. ‘The fall of 1904 is fixed as the 
date of the completion of the line to 
£dmonton. 

The surveys from Edmonton west- 
ward and north westward have pro 
gressed satisfactori'y. Mr. Arm- 
stronz has comp'eied the location of 
a line westward to the Pembina ‘by 
way of Stony Plain and will now prob- 
abiy be employed in improving the 
diready located line eastward, as the 
work was dine somenrhalt hurriedly. 
MacFarlane's preliminary survey north 
westward has crossed the Pembina and 
reached the Athabasca near Fort 
Assiniboine. now turn and 
locate the line back .o Edmonton.

Speaking of the spur con- 
mecting Edmonton with Strath- 
cona, Mr. MacLeod does not ex- 


pert any serious difficulty in the 
spring as the roa! “ed seem3 to he 
firmly established. Should anythirg 
occur however, Mr. Pace wili have full 
authority to repair damages at once, 
so that there will be no interruption 
of traffic, or in case of nnavoidable 
difficulties as little delay as  >os3ibiec, 
It is not decided that the lhne will be 
extended up the hill until ii is neces- 
sary to make a connection with the 
main line when that is completed, but 
it may be dona fi is probable chat in 
any case a short extension will be built 
to the gravel pit, a few bundred yards 
beyond the station, 2s gravel will b° 
reeded in the improvement of the spur. 
Yuthough the tompany has not so far 
made any money out of the operation of 
the spur, they have no other intention 
than to coniinue it, making it as con- 
venient for the public as possible. 
Although the gentlemen had noih- 
ing to say as ‘to the reports circulated 
through newspapers, of the Canadian 
Northern selling out to the Grand 
Trunk,. it would appear from their 
general statement of the plans of the 
company that there was no intention 
of doing this. It wou'd also appear 
that cordial relations have been esiab- 
lished between the Canadian Pacific 
railway and the Canadian Northern, as 
they have reached an agreement 
whereby traffic for Canadian North- 
ern psints in Manitoba is carried over 
the Canadian Pacific railway north 
whore line on a fair division of the rate. 
Whether this is of great material ad- 
vantage or not, it does away at once 
with strong objections that had been 
urged to the Canadian Norihern 
scheme, namely, that having reached 
Port Arthur it would be blocked from 
mocess to the east during the winter 
months, and would have to seek a 
winter outlet through the United 
States, Whether these ‘better rela- 
tions between the Canadian Northern 
und the GQ P. R. will have any effect 
on the expressed intentions of the C 
P. R. to closely paralb:! the Canadian 
Northern line throughout the Saska- 
chewan valley, Messrs. James and 
MacLeod could give no informatian.
